Received several of your letters "but have 
not had the Opportunity to mail any letters for some 
time I just received a letter from Edna saying that 
she had "been in Berkeley for two weeks. I am in Belgium 
now we hid not have much fighting here as the Dutch 
were retreating fast and did not have much rear 
guard all we needed was good feet to keep up with them. 
But it is all over smm- hut the shouting now as the 
Armistice i 3 on. The Belgiums sure are glad to be 
released and are very grateful to the Americans when 
we first came through here. We had no kitchens with 
us as it id impossible to have them with us on an 
advance. We could get any thing from them most of 
them had plenty of milk, butter and bread. They use 
whole wheat bread entirely i.t goes good for a change 
and sure stays with a fellow. 

It don't seem possible not to hear the roar 
of canons and the whiz of m. g. bullets passing by. 

But it is sure a relief for we know we will be sailing 
for the states before long. Well as news is scarce 
I remain as ever. Love to all.
